order of this Court. 

3) . Defendants and Defendants’ counsel shall not disclose the materials or their contents 
Directly or indirectly to any person or entity other than persons employed to assist in the 
defense, persons who are interviewed as potential witnesses, counsel for potential

“authorized persons”). Potential witnesses and their counsel may be shown copies of the 
materials as necessary to prepare the defense,but may not retain copies without prior 
permission of the Court. 

4) . Defendants, Defendants’ counsel, and authorized persons shall not copy or reproduce 
the materials. The original materials shall be kept at defense counsel’s respective offices. 
The materials may be taken out of the office as necessary and if in compliance with 
paragraph 3. 

5) . Before showing materials to an authorized person, defense counsel must provide the 
authorized person with a copy of this order. 

6) . Nothing contained in this order shall preclude any party from applying to this Court 
for further relief or for modification of any provision hereof.
